REMARKABLE GROWTH 
" “OF,DEMAND 


: London, Aug, 18. 

The consumption of electricity in 
Great Britain continues to increase at 
very rapid rate. . 


The last annual report of the Cen- 
trnt Electricity Board stnted that cx- 
pansion in this country since 1929 up 
ta the end of. Inst year had been 70 
per cent., compnred with an expan- 
sion in world output In the same 
period of 20 per cent. In the first 
seven months of 1936, there has been 
nn increase of 10 percent. over the 
total nt the end of Inst year, and the 
uggregate increase over the past two 
years amounts to 30 per cent, 


Asa result of the remarkable 
growth in demand, the Central Elec- 
tricity Board is having to hurry on 
with the scheme for an extension of 
the “grid system"—n national system 
of transmission Mnes linking supply 
stations and co-ordinating load. 

Estimates of future consumption of 
electricity made. in 1926, at the time 
of the inception of the system, allow- 
ed 385 units per head for the present 
years, but in consequence of the great 
increase In Industrial activity and the 
rate at which demand $s running, it 
appears likely that an output of about 
430 units per hend will soon be re- 
quired.—British Wireless.

Striking indication of tho 
growth of the heroin traffic 
locally is forthcoming in official 
statisties obtained. from the 
Superintendent of Imports and 
Exports. to which we gave 
publicity yesterday. These show 
that during the first half of the 
present year no fewer than 764,- 
978 heroin pills were seized in 
raids conducted by the Depart- 
ment, a figure which compares 
with 654,233 pills for the whole 
of 1985. If we assume that the 
seizures for the remainder of the 
year equal those of the first half 
—tnd the probabilities are thal 
the. ratio will rise rather, than 
otherwise—the . inerease will be 
over 133 per cent, “In regard 
to xeizures of actual heroin— 
that ‘is, ‘in-addition. to the: pills 
themselves, which are not high 
in drug content—the ‘figures are 
even more startling. In the 
whole - of 1935, the umount of 
heroin seized: was 8314 ounces, 
wherens for the first half of the 
current year the total is ‘no less 
than 63214, ounces, representing 
an increase, on the basis men- 
tioned, of well over 1,500 “per 
it has to be borne in mind, 
of course, that these statistics 
merely represent actual seizures;

. of £3,000 or over, was the talk of boxing circles yesterday. 


All the professional people with 
whom I discussed tlic scheme. ¢x- 
pressed strong disapproval of it, de- 
claring that it was ili-ndvised and 
out of sympathy with the present low 
state of boxing.
